On Cctober 14, 1999, New Engl and Tel ephone and
Tel egraph Conpany (Bell Atlantic) and Phone-Link, Inc. (Phone-
Link) filed wwth the New Hanpshire Public Utilities Conm ssion
(Comm ssion) a Resal e Agreenent (Agreenment) negoti ated pursuant
to Section 252(e) of the Tel ecomunications Act of 1996 (TAct).

Thi s Agreenent establishes terns for the di scount
purchase of Bell Atlantic tel ecomunications services for resale
by Phone-Link to retail custoners. Business and residence
services are provided to Phone-Link at a nutually agreed upon
percentage di scount fromthe Bell Atlantic tariff rates. Service
establ i shment charges and other charges related to providing
service are expressed in dollar anounts.

Di scounts in this filing range from 17.30%to 20.25%
fromretail and are the sane as the Statenent of Generally
Avai | able Terns (SGAT) filed by Bell Atlantic on July 11, 1997.

Al'l other pricing is consistent wwth the current SGAT
whi ch includes revisions filed with the Conm ssi on on Decenber
22, 1997. Per Order No. 22,692 (August 25, 1997), the SGAT took
effect on October 20, 1997 subject to continued review and

approval by the Comm ssion. |[|f the Conm ssion orders changes in
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SGAT pricing or discount levels within six nonths of the
effective date of the Agreenent a true-up will occur for al
services previously purchased through the Agreenent.

Bell Atlantic will provide training to Phone-Link
regarding all services requested as well as reasonabl e anmounts of
information to assist marketing efforts.

Staff recommends approval of this negotiated Agreenent
based on its review, the summary provided by Bell Atlantic, and
verbal clarification provided by Bell Atlantic.

We accept Staff's recomendation, finding that the
Agreenment neets the standards of 8252(e)(2)(A) of the TAct for
approval. The Agreenment does not appear to be discrimnatory to
any carrier not a party to the negotiations and i s consi stent
with the public interest, convenience, and necessity. W wll
approve it on a Nisi basis in order to provide any interested
party an opportunity to submt comments or request a hearing
pursuant to RSA 374: 26.

Based upon the foregoing, it is hereby

ORDERED NI SI, that the Agreenent negotiated between
Bell Atlantic and Phone-Link is approved; and it is

FURTHER ORDERED, that the Petitioner shall cause a copy
of this Order Nisi to be published once in a statew de newspaper
of general circulation, such publication to be no |ater than

Decenber 14, 1999 and to be docunented by affidavit filed with
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this office on or before Decenber 21, 1999; and it is

FURTHER ORDERED, that all persons interested in
responding to this petition be notified that they may submt
their comments or file a witten request for a hearing on this
matter before the Comm ssion no |ater than Decenber 24, 1999; and
it is

FURTHER ORDERED, that this Order N si shall be
effective January 6, 2000, unless the Comm ssion provides
otherwise in a supplenental order issued prior to the effective
dat e.
